MR. CLEVELAND SCORED IN & SPEECH 


Secretary Carlisle’s State Deeply Wrought

Louisville, Ky., May 16.—i(Specia!.)—The 
western division cf Kentucky, comprising 
one-ihird of the state, in the railroad com- 
suisssioners’ convention, at Owensboro, 
cane out for free silver to@ay by ‘acclama- 
tie! 

The nomination of a candidate for a two- 
thousand-aollar-a-year ‘office was evidently 
& matter of minor importance.

After the rst ballot today. John 8S. Rhea, 
of Logan, took the flocr, saying he gave 
metice of the following resolutions: 

‘he democrats «f the first railroad com- 
missioners’ district, in convention assem- 
ble@, recommend the following to the 
democracy of the state: 

“I. We declare with unfaltering trust that 
it is a fundamental principle of the demo- 
cratic party that the federal government 
has no constitutional power to impose and

“2. We indorse the repeal of the Mchin- 
ley iaw and the reduction of tariff duties 
accomplished by a democratic congress and 
_ @emand that the reform thus began shall Be 
vigorously carried forward until the levy 
and collection of tariff taxes shall be lim- 
ited to the actual necessities of the gov- 
ernment, when honestly and economically 
administered. 

“3. We declare it to be an elementary 
principle of democracy’s faith that both 
zold and silver coin shall constitute tie 
primary money of the country; that both 
metals shall be received for mintage with- 
Out discriminating against either, and at 
the legal ratio that existed prior to 1873— 
16 to l—and we demand the unrestricted 
coimage of both gold and silver at this 
legal ratic, and that both metals be de- 
clared full legal tender in payment of ail 
debts, public and private.” 

“‘He did this,’ he said, *“‘so that the ques- 
tion of resolutions could be settled, or the 
thirty-nine counties be put on record as 
being ashamed and too cowardly to enun- 
ciate any principles.’ 

Then, after the nomination of a commis- 
sioner, the trouble came. The chair re- 
fused to recogumize Rhea. 
Min, hea. on a table. “I am here 
till the chair recognizes me or until heil 
freezes over,”’ shouted Rhea. 

The cifRir did not know what Mr. Rhea 
wanted. “I don’t know,”’ said the chairman. 
“It may be he wants to announce that 
' Cleveland is dead.”’ 

“He is dead, and as dead as a herring,” 
Rhea yelled at his loudest, and the con- 
fusion continued. with everybody on chairs 
and tables. Rhea was still on the table and 
on the announcement of the votes on a 
motion to adjourn the chair recognized Mr. 
Rhea. 

The free silver men had won. There was 
quiet and order. Rhea started on one of 
his characteristic speeches, roasting the 
opposition for being ashamed to see the 
man it had first nominated. He referred to 
Mr. Cleveland as the ‘alleged president’’ 
and then spoke to the silver plank in the 
resolution he had presented. After a call 
of the counties, showing the passage of the 
resolutions by a vote of 161 to 96, the reso- 
lutions were adopted unanimously by a 
viva voce vote. 


Senator Blackburn delivered a free silver 


speech, He vigorously attacked Secretary 
Carlisle for coming into the state just while 
his fight was so hard and declared that he 
would retaliate with vigor. He also said 
that in the coming state convention he 


would introduce and champion a free silver 


resolution.

The Upper House of the Prussian Diet 
Strong for Silwer.t 

Berlin, May 16.—The upper house of the 
Prussian diet today adopted the resolution 
submitted by Cotint von Mirbach declaring 
that steps should be taken for a prompt set- 
tlement of the currency question by an in- 
ternational agreement on bimetallism. The 
vote etood seventy-two in favor of the res- 
olution to thirty-eight against it. 

In the course of the debate Herr Koch, 
governor of the Reichs bank, strongly op- 
posed the resolution. He warned the fed- 
eral states that the adoption of such a 
plan as that advocated in the resolution 
would create disorder and confusion. 

Tne chancellor, Prince von Hohenlohe, 
said that the Prussian ministry had not de- 
cided on the course it would follow in re- 
spect to the motion, and, therefore, it could 
not adopt a definite attitude, yet the gov- 
ernment would submit the silver question 
to further examination in concert with the 
federal states. The government was also 
willing to ultimately confer with the other 
powers on common measures to be adopted. 
The basis of discussion, however, must first 
be settled. When the answers of the coun- 
tries consulted were received, renewed at- 
tempts would be made to cuntinue the inter- 
national exchange of views on the silver 

question. The chancellor advised the house

CALLS AN EXTRA SESSION. 
Governor Tarney Sumnions the 
islinture to Meet May 27th. 
Nashville, Tenn., May 16.—(Spe cial. J—Gov- 
ernor Turrey this aficrnoon issued a call 
for an extraordinary session of the general 
assemb!iv to begin May 27th. Under the 
constitution, this sesS8ion can last only 
twenty days and only the subjects em- 
braced in the call may be considered. The 
call embraces six subjects. The first is the 
penitentiary question and the general as- 
sermbiy is authorized to enact Jegislation 
to provide for a main prison and stockades 
ror etate convicts so that the lease system 
may be terminated January Ist and to 
provide temporary accommodations if nec- 
essary. They may also provide for leasing 
surplus convicts for a period not later 
than the last day of the next general as- 
sembly. The second subject is the appro- 
saga even bill; third, the revenue bill; fourth, 
the regulation ani examination of state 
banks: fifth, establishing a levee district 
to protect overflowed lands in. Dyer, Lake, 
Lauderauale and Obion counties; sixth, to 
amend the registration laws so as to make 
registration less frequent. 

Governor Turney says many other impor- 
tant subjects have been pressed upon him, 
including the question of calling a consti- 
tuticnal convention and making an appro- 
priation for the Centennial, but as these 
matters had been reglected at the regular 
session, he omits them from the eall. He 
Says besides that it is his opinion that 
it is not witlin the legitimate power of the 
lezgisleture to appropriate public moneys 
for a centennial.

ANOTHER FROST IN WICHIGAN, 


Strawhberrics and Gra pes Are Reported 
As Ruined. 

Detroit, Mich., May 16.—There was an- 
other heavy frost throughout the western 
portion of lower Michigan last night. In 
Kent and Ottawa counties early straw- 
berries and grapes are ‘ruined and other 
emall fruits badly damaged. Grand Trav- 
erse county reports all small fruits wiped 
out. In Muskegon county strawberries and 
cherries are badly damaged and 800 acres 
of peppermint in Moorland township are 
ruined. The fruit crop in Genessee county 
is completely destroyed and Hillsdale coun- 
ty fruit is badly damaged.

WITHIN THE PARTIES 


Western silver Men Say Make the Fight 
Inside the Organizations. 


ELECT NO STRADDLERS TQ OFFICE 


Nominate None but Straight Out 
Advocates of Free Coinage. 


DISCUSSED 


PLANS OF CAMPAIGN 


Some Say Establish Headquarters in New 
York~Hold a Monster Parade of 
W orkingmen.

Salt Lake City, Utah, May 1€.—The sec- 
ond day of the silver convention has been 
devoted to active business both in session 
and committee room. The morning meet- 
ing was held behind closed doors, the ac- 
count of the proceedings being given out by 
the secretary. The entire session was given 
over to the expre@sion of individual views 
as to the best plan of proceedure. 

The delegates are almost unanimous that 
the fight shiould be made within the ranks 
of the old parties and that all parties 
should bind themselves to send no delegates 
to congress or to the national conventions 
who are not pledged to the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

In the evening a second 
meeting was held in the 
which speeches were made. by Senator 
Clark, ex-Congressman Bartine, General 
Clune and others, the Mormon chorus of 
male voices singing between the speeches. 
The convention decided to hold no more 
meetings behind closed doors. 

A synopsis of the views presented by 
the leading spirits of the silver conven- 
tion, during the sessicn yesterday, is as 
follows: 

The Montana delegation was unanimous 
in agreeing that honest money leagues 
should be orgsnized in every precinct, 
county and state. Colonel Borah, of lda- 
ho, was opposed to any partisan work. 
He was a republican, but henceforth would 
not support his party on national issues 
unless it had both a candidate and plat- 
form in favor of silver at 16 tol. Mr. Hill 
of Nevada, favored having four big mass 
meetings to be held in different parts of 
the United States within the next six 
months. He stood ready at the opportune 
time to leave his party (democratic) if it 
failed to do the proper thing in 1896. 

Governor Prinee, of New Mexico, wanted 
headquarters opened in New York city to 
distribute literature and to hold meetings 
to be addressed by prominent men, irre- 
spective of party, who shoultl talk exclu- 
Sively on honest money. He said that 
Senafor Teller and Messrs. Thomas and 
Patterson, of Colorado, represented all 
parties, and if they could be persuaded to 
address such meetings it would be a great 
In literature he favored Coin and 
Walsh’s ‘‘Monometallism and 
Bimetallism.”’ Senator Clarke favored 
concentrating the work in the Mississippi 
valley rather than New York, and with 
the producers of Iowa, Illino’s and In- 
diana. He concluded by saying: 

“If we succeed, like Monte Cristo, 
world will be ours.”’ : 

Mr. Chambers, of Utah, was in favor of 
devising ways and means to raise money 
to distribute honest money literature and 
holding large meetings in eastern cities. 
Congressman Shafroth, of Colorado, ad- 
vocated fighting from the jump and de- 
clared that henceforth each political party 
should instruct its delegates to the na- 
tional convention to retire unless they ge. 
cure a candidate and plank for silver. 

Governor Adams, of Colorado, said it was 
easy to win a battle at the cgnference, but 
that when in the field, the silver men will 
not find a Chinese army or a Li Hung 
Chang to fight. They will meet the finest 
equipped army in the world, with the 
money power of the world behind it and wil 
inducements in favor of gold. He wanted 
a big parade in New York city with a gi- 
gantic labor parade, to march silently aid 
without furore through the streets, but 
with two banners, the American flag and a 
motto: ‘‘We want the money of the consti- 
tution—gold and silver.’’ 

Congressman Mondell, of Wyoming, want- 
ed the battle fought within party Lines at 
present, with a notice of a change of base 
in case of failure, but that notice ‘o be 
given to states rather than national con- 
ventions. 

Mr. Light, of Colorado, said he had per- 
sonally distributed 6.000 copies of ‘ Coin” 
and he was eonvinced a rap!d change of 
sentiment was taking place in the middle 
and New England states. 

Pennsylvania Is Ready for It. 

Wharton Barker, of Philadelphia, said 
the battle ground was in the east. Penn- 
sylvania was ready to declare for free 
coinage, but there was need of missionary 
work in the adjoining states. 

Dobson Bros., the largest carpet manu- 
facturers in the world, were free silver 
men. Eight hundred members of the Man- 
ufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia declared 
for silver and gold last month. He stood 
ready to wage the fight for silver within 
the republican ranks, or if he failed there 
then in any other party that favored free 
coinage. The ‘committee on resolutions 
and addresses will report today.

REAR ADMIRAL ALMY DEAD. 


He Was One of the Navy’s Most Noted 


Fighters. 

Washington, May 16.—Admiral John J. 
Almy died at his residence, in this city, 
this morning, after a long illness, during 
the last three weeks of which he was con- 
fined to his bed. 

John Jay Almy, naval officer, was born 
in Rhode Island April 25, 1815. He entered

the navy as a midshipman in 1829, and un- 
ti), 18355 cruised in the Mediterranean and 
neighboring waters. 

During the Mexican war he was an offi- 
cer Of the line-of-battle ship Ohio and took 
part in the capture of Vera Cruz. 

In 1857, while stationed off the coast of 
Nicaragua, he received the surrender of 
General William Walker, the filibuster 
leader, and his followers. 

At the opening: of the civil war In 1861 
he was on duty: at the New York navy 
vard, where he remained until 1862. He 
Was promoted to be commander on April 
24, 1861, and in 1862 was assigned to the 
command of the gunboat South 
of the south Atlantic squadron. 

In 1863 he commanded the steamer Con- 
necticut, of the North Atlantic 
and captured or destroyed 
runners, 

He was commissioned captain March 3, 
1865, and unti: 1867 was commander of the 
Juniata, erusing in Brazilian and South 
African waters. From 1868 until 1870 he 
was on ordnance duty in New York, and 
from the latter date until 1873 was at- 
tached to the signal corps.

Alabama Has Thirteen Bids from Which 
To Make a Choice. 


SOME OF THEM ARE QUITE EXCELLENT 


The Lowest Offier Better Than Was Ex- 
Pected—The Girls Will Have 
a Fine School. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 16.—(Special.)-—- 
The meeting here today of the board of 
trustees of the state industrial sclfool for 
white girls developed the fact that all 
Alabama is alive on the educational ques- 
tion. Thirteen bids were made by different 
towns and cities in the state, the lowest of 
which is in cxcess of what the most san- 
guine member of the board had _ believed 
a month ago the highest bid would be. 

The board was organized today by the 
election of John W. McQueen, of Jeffer- 
son, aS secretary, the governor being by 
virtue of his office the president. Induce- 
ments were offered by different towns and 
cities in the state as follows: 

Anniston, through Mayor Heidt, offered 
the Noble institute for boys valued at 
$18,000 and agreed to erect at once a $12,- 
000 dormitory adjoining it. Auburn, 
througn Professor O. D. Smith and others, 
olfered the district school building, a large 
frame structure, $5,000 in cash and $5,000 
in city bonds, besides free access to the 
laboratories and libraries of the agricult- 
ural and mechanical college. Camden of- 
fered $10,000 cash, a _ suitable two-story 
brick building and ten acres of land worth 
$10,000. Florence offered, through Captain 
Simpson and Professor Powers, the hand- 
some buildings of the Synodical Female 
college, worth $25,000 and $2,500 in money. 
Gadsden offered forty acres in the city 
limits, fifty lots thereabouts, a two-story 
school building and $5,000 in cash. Jasper 
offered $20,000 in cash or property worth 
$30,000. Livingston, through Miss. Tutwiler, 
offered the grounds and buildings of the 
institute there worth $12,000, the furniture 
and equipments contained in them and 
the $2,500 annual appropriation from the 
State which the Livingston school now en- 
joys. Montevallo, through a delegation of 
twenty, offered four squares in the center 
of the town, a handsome and _ suitable 
brick building and four residences, the 
Whole valued at $30,000, also twenty acres 
near by. Ozark offered its city school 
buildings and grounds valued at $20,000 and 
a liberal ‘cash subscription, the exact 
amount of which the committee could not 
State. Montgomery, through Colonel Tomp- 
kins, offered ten acres at Highland park 
worth $5,000, and $10,000 in cash. Troy of- 
fered $30,000 in cash and the normal! school 
premises there, valued at $20,000, provided 
the school should: be consolidated with 
the normal school at Troy. Tuscaloosa, 
through a strong delegation, offered the 
old state capitol building now occupied by 
the Alabama Central Female college and 
$7,300 in cash. The building cost $180,000 and 
$35,000 was expended a few years ago on 
dormitories. Jt is a four-story brick build- 
ing and one of the handsomest in the 
state. The Central college holds it for 
fifty years longer under lease from the 
University ,of Alabama, in which the title 
vests, but the university agrees to make 
a deed of the property to the industrial 
‘school outright. WetumpkKa, through 
Colonei Tom Williams, offered $26,500 in 
cash and forty-five acres of town property, 
the cash to be paid in five annual install- 
ments. Huntsville and Avondale have 
announced that they will enter the list 
tomorrow, each with a Hberal proposition. 

Before its adjournment tonight the board 
resolved to select a committee to visit 
three or four of the most eligible locations 
and this action will be taken tomorrow. 
Tuscaloosa, Anniston and Montevallo are 
believed by outsiders to be among the most 
favored, In fact it will require some rare 
discrimination to make the best selection. 
The board is an able one, however, and 
will act wisely. It is believed that a pregi- 
dent for the institution will be chosen ac 
tomorrow’s meeting. This school was es- 
tablished by the last legislature and is in- 
tended to offer unsurpassed advantages to 
the girls of the state for a polytechnic 
and industria! education.

ROBERT JOHNSON ACQUITTED. 


The Verdict Disgusted Judge Car- 
michael—An Old Marder. 
Montgomery, Ala., May 16.—(Special.)—An 
Abbeville, Ala., spec.al says: One of the 
most famous cases in the history of Henry 
county was decided here today by a jury 
in the eriminal court and Robert Johnson 

was released and is now a free man. 

In December, 1887, Robert and John John- 
son came to Abbeville, bought a lot of 
whisky and retirned to their home a few 
miles out of town in an intoxicated condi- 
tion. Their brother Charley was asleep 
when they reached home and they awaken- 
ed him with their boisterous laughter. He 
erder them to leave his room, whereupon 
they set upon him and cut him to pieces as 
he lay in his bed. 

The murderers escaped into Florida and 
worked at Milligan for five or sfx years. 
About six months ago they were arrested 
and John was tried for grand larceny by the 
Florida courts and sent to the penitentiary. 
Robert was brought to Alabama and was 
put on trial for murder last Monday 
with the.result stated above. The defense 
attempted to show that Chariey Johnson 
was killed by John in self-defense. Practi- 
cally all of the witnesses were relatives of 
the defendant and their testimony was in 
his favor. When Judge Carmichael de- 
elared Robert Johnson a free man, he ex- 
pressed himself so disgusted with the ver- 
dict that he had a great mind to dismiss

President Cleveland's Book Purchases 


From The Philadelphia Inquirer. 

An erudite Washington correspondent in- 
forms the country through a newspaper 
syndicate that President Cleveland is ~writ- 
ing a work on political economy, As train- 
ing preliminary to the preparation of the 
work the president has become, somewat 
late in Ife, a purchaser and reader of 
books. According to the list given by the 
correspondent the president does not duy or 
read at a very rapid rate—the rate, in fact, 
varying from one to three books a month, 

On December 10, 1554, the prcsident bought 
Benjamin J<tidd'’s work on social evolution, 
He appears to have found it a little heavy, 
for it lasted him until January 56, i895, when, 
perhaps feeling the need of relaxation from 
the mental effort of mastering Kidd, he 
bought W. D. Howells’s “‘A Traveler from 
Altruria,” from which the president l-arn- 
ed that the white house servants should sit 
with the president’s. family at the white 
house dinner table. Whether the president 
was refreshed by reading Mr, owells’s 
contribution to the stock of American hu- 
mor we are not informed, That he ex- 
pected to be is shown by his purchase orf 
the same day of a work sectting forth the 
claimg of Christianity. Two weeks !cter 
he bought Froude’s Caesar, and three weeks 
after that Gibbon’s “Décline and Fall of 
the Roman Emptire.’’ Another whole 
month went by before the president bought 
a volume of Goldwin Smith’s cssays, and 
between March 6th and March 27th, when 
he invested in Dr. Nordau’s ‘‘Degeneration,’’ 
no books were bought. On March 30th he 
ordered ‘‘Wealth vs. Commonwealth,’’ by 
Henry A. Lioyd, a work with a suspicious- 
ly socialistic title, and_on April 2d he bought 
the last volume published of McMaster’s 
“History of the People of the United 
States,’ 

A glance at the list of nine books pur- 
chased by President Cleveland between No- 
vember and April must suffice to convince 
any one that the correspondent is mis- 
taken in supposing that the president is 
preparing a work on political economy. His

Miss Nellie Broke Up a Happy Family 
and Caused a Divorce Sujt. 

This week in the clerk’s office at the 
county courthouse has been a recqgd break- 
er for expeses of marital miseries and the 
statements of desires for legal consolation, 

Still another suit was filed yesterday, and 
it is the story of a home's happiness de- 
stroyed by the alleged unfaithfulness of a 
husband. ‘The suit is brought by Mrs. M, 
E. Hudson against her huspand, T, R. Hud- 


son, 

The story told in the petition is a sad one. 
The first of the husband’s alleged disloyal- 
ties began in Birmingham, and is now 1n 
progress in Atlanta, while the wife, having 
left him, is at the home of relatives in 
Douglasville, 

It was in the fall of 1882 that T, R. Hud- 
son married the woman, who now seeks to 
be separated from him. In the petition it 
is stated that the couple lived in Birming- 
ham, and until 1892 Hudson was all that 
could be reasonably expected of a husband. 
In this year l.., however, Mrs. Hudson 
alleges that he met a woman whose namie 
was Nellie Hamilton, 

Mrs. Hudson says that as soon as this be- 
came known to her, she told her husband 
that she knew of his wrongdoing and bes- 
ged him to desist from his attentions for 
the sake ot nis zhil€ren and for his own 
respect. She says that he bitterly denied 
it all, but finally’admitted it and cruelly ill- 
treated her. 

Finally he told her, after some days, that 
the woman had left town, Mrs, Hudson, in 
the petition, states that at the time she 
believed her husband and it was true that 
the woman had left Birmingham, but that 
she has since learned that her husband sent 
the woman to Atlanta, Soon after the wo- 
man left Birmingham Hudson told his wile 
that he was going to Atlanta and that he 
would send for his family after a short 
while, or as soon as he secured employment. 

It was in April of 1892 that Nellie Hamilton 
came to Atlanta and the husvand followed 
soon after. In July the family was sent 
for, but instead of bringing the wife to At- 
lanta, Hudson sent hér to Dougiasville, 
where they lived.

MAY WRENCH I? FROM THE SOUTHERN 


Sensation Sprung in the -United 
States Court Yesterday. 


WHAT WILL BE THE ROAD'S FATEP

There Will Bea Hearing Before Judge 
Newman on the 8th of June— W bat 
the Suit Means. 


The Georgia Pacific may be wrenched 
from the grasp of the Southern railway 
and be placed in the hands of a receiver. 

A bill was filed with Judge Newman yes- 
terday morning by King & Spalding, at- 
torneys, representirg Charles Stern, of New 
asking for foreclosure under the 
second mortgage bonds, a large part of 
which the petitioner holds. 

Judge Newman issued an order requiring 
the Southern railway and the Central Trust 
Company, of New York, and the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company to appear before his 
court June Sth to shew cause, if such cause 
exist, why a receiver should not be ap- 
pointed as prayed for by the petitioner. 

‘The bill is quite a lengthy document, cov- 
ering more than fifty pages of closely 
declarations, setting forth the

Claims of the petitioner. 

The Georgia Pacific was recently put up 
for under fecreclosure of .the third 
mortgage bonds and was bought in by the 
Southern Railway Company at public sale 
in Atlanta last August. The sale was con- 
firmed and since that time the Southern 
has been operating it as its own property. 
The properiy was bankrupt prior to that 
time and was in the hands of receivers, 
tne receivers being the same as had charge 
of the old Richmond and Danville, which 
had previously beer bought in by the 
Southern. 

It is claimed by the petiticner who files 
Suit against the Southern tkat the road 
has changed hands without the second 
mortgage receiving recognition 
in the deal at all. It is claimed that not 
alone did the Southern railway buy the 
road on the foreclosure of the third mort- 
gage bonds, but that it cave proper recogni- 
tion the first mertgage bonds without 
giving the slightest consideration to the 
holders of the murtgage bonds.

It is known that there was about S100, Qe 
of these second mortgage bonds that were 
left in the ditch when the Georgia Pacitic 
Was sold to the Southern railway. 

After reviewing all these facts the peti- 
tioner closes by asking that the court shall 
require the defendants named to render 
payment of the bonds held and the interest 
accruing on the certificates and the interest 
obtaining from sources other than the cer- 
titicates. 

If this be not met the petitioner esks 
that the court shall appoint a receiver ard 
foreclose the mortgage under which the 
bonds in question were issued. 

This makes out the case, 

The trial is set for June 8th, and it is 
safe to say that some interesting litigation 
will result. 

The Georgia Pacific is one of the leading 
lines to the west out of Atlanta. It was 
first built to Birmingham and then extend- 
ed out to the west. It was finally found 
necessary to build the road to some pcint 
on the Mississippi river to make proper 
connections for the far west, and this 
course was pursued, the road being extend- 
ed the third time to Meridian, Miss. 

The road crosses three states—Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi.

“Probably no weak of the ycar has done 
more to establish a new basis for iron and 
steel ‘prices than the one. just ended. ‘The 
advanee of biast furnace wages in the She- 
nango valley nearly to the 1892 level, with 
a 10 per cent increase at several Pittsbury 
furnaces coming in its trade, was followed 
by the sensational stroke cf the Carnegie 
Steel Company in adding 10 per cent to 
the pay. of all its men, thovgh its ton- 
tract with thera weuld continue through 
the year at the scale fixed January lst. 
The pace thus sect will hardly be disre- 
rarded elsewhere, and edded labor cost 
will be evened up by higher prices on pro- 
cucts. In spite of recent assertions that 
advances in prices could only be sustained 
by a marked expansion in the demand for 
finished product, the market has been 
demonstrating week by week that the lift- 
ing power is being applied ‘at the other 
end. Coke workers’ wages and coke prices 
were put up in advance of any improve- 
ment in the market of the furnace and 
foundry preducts. Then bessemer ore 
prices went up in advance of a better pig 
iron outicok. Now blast furriace wages 
have been increased beyond anything im- 
raediately warranted in the market, and 
certain steel works and rolling mill work- 
ers at Pittsburg have been given more at- 
tention in advance of a provortionate mar- 
ket improvement. Events would indicate 
that these various advances nave been the 
cause rather than the result of increased 
buying of finished material, and thus the 
market is gradually coming into a condi- 
tion which theoretically should Fave pre- 
ceced the various steps to higher ground. 
With current pig iron production at the 
rate of 8,v00,000 tons a year, amd _ stocks 
somewhat reduced in April, trere is evi- 
gence that iren is going for consumptien 
at a rate nearly 20 per cent faster than in 
1893. im the past week a special cause has 
helped the market for bessemer pig. Buy- 
ing im the valleys and at Pittsburg for 
Shipment to Chicago in anticipation of a 
long strike brought the price to $10.75 at 
Valley furnaces.’’

These steps and parapets are 
designed to be of Alabama stone, spaces 
being left cn each parapet for such eculp- 
tured figures as may be donated by local 
workers in stone. Four terraced plats be- 
tween these sets of steps will be coped 
with biccks of Alabama coal and Alabarna 
hematites, and will be sowed with Ala- 
bama grasses anc small cereals. 

The pillars and uprights of the entire 
building will be urbarked treceq the bark 
heing treated for preservation. Into these 
trees will be inserted the wit:dow panels; 
the dressed and polished woods framing 
them, showing on the inside between the 
varied barks. The roofing of the building 
proper will be of slabs with bark on; the 
turrets ard pinracles havinz the same 
finish, with ornamentation of pire burr 
work. The dome will spring from a circle 
ef rough tree pillars, sixteen of which rise 
frem the floor to its epex. From the line 
above the dome windows these trees will 
be sprung together, giving a graceful pitch. 
The curved faces of the dome will be of 
White metal, or cther reflecting material, 
sot into the rough bark. The circular lights 
in the dome will be set in pine burr work, 
end the white faces will end in a fringe 
of.burrs, resting upon fancy shingle work 
fin natural woods. It !s proposed to cap the 
dome with a statue of ceres, or other suit- 
able allezorical design. 

Within the building will be open and 
spacious, the special object kept in view 
being to combine airiness and perfect 
Nehting, with contrasted wood products in 
their rough state and highes: finish. The 
woodwork and hraving of the dome will be 
cpen; and from it will denend a huge 
central chandelier, composed principally of 
. pine burrs graduated from largest to 
-Semallest size. It may be noted that these 
burrs are treated with hot turpentine at 
the stills, in such manner as +o give them 
@ perfect glass surface, in which condi- 
tion thev are locally known as “Baldwin 
eounty pineapples.”’ They reflect lient sim- 
fliarly to the old-time prism glasses. 

The unbarked trees used will be in all 
cases continucus trunks. Where they rise 
above the roof for flagpoles they will be 
shaved down to pruper taper, shcwing the 
native wood. 

This building is to be corsiructed in 
ecctions, the uprights being shod and holt- 
ed, so that it can be taken down and eet 
up at this or any other exposition. Its plan 
has mot been formally passed upon 
by the Alebarna state board; nor has that 
bedy yet asked the exposition authorities 
for any special space for it. It is under- 
gsteod that both matters will be arranged 
within the next threc weeks.

A Communication from Pennsylvania, 

The following communication, from the 
officers and executive committee of the 
Pennsylvania state legislative board of 
railroad employes to Grand Chief Con- 
ductor Clark was read by Grand Secretary 
Daniels: 

“What is now Known as house bill No. 
274, entitled ‘an act to protect employes 
and guarantee their rignt to belong to 
labor organizations,’ is now before’ the 
senate ot Pennsylvania for consideration, 
having passed the house of rep.@3entatives 
by a vote of 165 to 3. And as tne passage 
of this measure is essential to the welfare 
of the different railroad organizations of 
this state, we therefore respecttully ask 
you to kindly bring this matter before the 
convention assembied at Atlanta and have 
that body send to the senate of Pennsyl- 
vania, in the form of a resolution or other- 
wise, a request praying that honorable 
body to give this bill a free passage. While 
the prospects of this bill becoming a law 
are very bright, yet the influence of a 
message coming from your organization 
in convention assembled would go to show 
that the eyes of the conductors of the 
United States, Canada and Mexico are at 
present watching the lawmakers of the 
state of Pennsylvania and wouid no doubt 
carry great weight. The bill is under con- 
sideration and quick action is necessary.” 

The bill in question prohibits employers 
from discriminating against employes be- 
cause of their membership in labor organi- 
zations and is intended to cover such cases 
as that brought recently by the trainmen 
against the Philadelphia and Reading road. 
A resolution was at once adopted urging 
the passage of the bill and was forwarded 
to the gentlemen making the request. 

He’s an Orator. 

Every large deliberative gathering in 
this country is certain to develop at least 
one new light in the line of convention 
oratory, and the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors’ grand division has been no ex- 
ception to this rule. 

“J. Fahey, the genial delegate represent- 
ing the division at Winnipeg, No. 47, was 
receiving the congratulations of his many 
friends last night upon the splendid im- 

ression he had made and the unusual 
success he had achieved by his nominating 
speeches. His first essay in this direction 
was in presenting the name of a or 
Wright for a position on the board of trus- 
tees, and no small portion of that gen- 
tleman’s success is attributed to the elo- 
quent and forcible manner in which he was 
brought before the division. Yesterday he 
brought forward J. E. Archer for the va- 
cancy created on that same board by Mr. 
Cluncey’s election as grand secretary and 
again his efforts were crowned with suc- 
cess.

From the stand at the front of the large 
hall the veteran spoke as follows: 

“I come before you in the interest of the 
Home for Aged and Disabled Railroad Em- 
ployes. 

“As many of you are already aware, the 
object of this home is twofold. It is~ to 
furnish a home for destitute and disabled 
railroad men and to be to them all that 
the word implies. 

“Second, it is to give a temporary home 
to vounger railroad men who have by ac- 
cident hecome so disabled as to unfit them 
for wurk on the rail, but still have enough 
of themselves left to fill some other sphere 
in the industrial world whenever prepared 
for it by business education Or learning a 
trade. This will give to such a home 
while in the course of preparation and then 
assist them to a situation. 

“The small contributions from the differ- 
ent divisions and lodges of tne several 
railroad orders have enabled us to keep the 
doors of this retreat open how for five 
years. The recent opening of the pages of 
the journals and magazines of the various 
brotherhoods of railroad men to its claims 
has given a great impetus ‘to the applica- 
ticns for admission to the home. We have 
been living in rented houses. 

“We find the necessity upon us for a 
larger and a permanent building of our 
own. The home has passed the experimen- 
tal stage. It is now here to Stay. l am 
here to advise with you as to ways an 1 
means to meet this absolute need. None of 
you would be satisfied with anything less 
than a $50,000 building. There are about 
100,000 men in the different orders engaged 
in the train service. 

“Could we reach all of these men and re- 
ceive 50 cents from each it would give us

the needed amount. But we cannot hone to 
reach all, and some might not help if we 
did. Would it not be wise then tv ask each 
one to contribute $1 to this building fund” 
I am perfectly confident that you will not 
hesitate one moment to respond to this 
call if you are only reasonably assured the 
money will be sacredly used for the purpose 
which is given. I want every safeguard 
possible thrown around the fund and am 
willing that vou shal! prescribe all con- 
ditions. 

“The fund ean be raised so easily and 
never be felt it is almost like insulting the 
generous impulses so proverbial of railroad 
men to hesitate for a moment in the ask- 
ing. 

“None of you do things by halves. You 
Wu... « home for your unfortunate brothers 
you will be proud of and which will be a 
practical exemplification of true brother- 
hood principles. The home once built, the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary will see to it that it is 
furnished. This building should be made 
fireproof. Already we have in the home 
several paralyzed men—engineers, brake- 
men and conductors. Should a sudden fire 
occur in the nighttime it would be next 
to impossible to get these heipless men out. 
So common is this creeping paralysis, or 
locomotor ataxia among old railroad men 
that probably a large per cent of the in- 
mates will be helpless and no pains should 
be spared to avoid danger from fire. 

“The home once built and furnished, all I 
would ask from the brotherhood would be 
that each member would give up the value 
of one cigar a week, and we will take care 
of your helpless brothers as well as though 
they were in a well furnished home ef their 
own. 

“You all see at a glance how easily a 
home can be made and sustained. No one 
would ever feel it. Yet the good thet it 
would do would simply be _ incalculable. 
That there is an absolute need for such a 
home no one for a moment will question. 
While railroad men in the train service are 
to all intents and purposes public servants, 
and ‘in their daily work are exposed to dan- 
gers equal to a soldier in time of war,’ 
(President Harrison) and really should be 
entitled to a pension when disabled by age 
or accident, yet we know that for a while at 
least we cannot get this; still it igre rs 

t to 
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through for the last 
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er to end his days in the poorhouse. [I | 
know you will not allow this, and especially 
when they can be provided for at so small 
an expense to each of you. 

*All of you will remember, as you gather 
here and elsewhere in your biennial conven- 
tions—these great love feasts which are like 
bright oases in the sometimes desert life of 
a railroad man—the unfortunate and strick- 
en brothers who come no more up to 
these grand reunions.

WHO “PAPA” CAFFIN IS. 


An Interesting Sketch of the 
Odl Man from Iowa. 

There is no greater character or man 
more beloved among railway men than Hon. 
L. S&S. Coffin, who spoke for the home for 
disabled employes, He is known everywhere 
and especially has he identified himself 
with the work in Atlanta. 

Mr. Coffin was born in New Hampshire, 
in 1828. and is accordingly in the seventy- 
third year of his age. He made that state 
his home until twentv-three vears of age, 
when he moved to Oberlin. O.. hoping to 
be able to secure an education at that place, 
having been deprived of all educational ad- 
vantages until more than twenty-one. After 
somn two and a half vears in the preparato- 
ry department circumstances again com- 
pelled him to move and in 1835 he located 
on the Iowa prairies near the then mili- 
tarv post of Fort Dodge, The quarter eecction 
which he then pre-empted is still his home, 
‘though it has been added to until Mr. Coffin 
is one of the wealthiest of Towa farmers. 
When the rush of settlers to Iowa came 
a few years later they were too poor to be 
able to support a minister. and Mr. Coffin 
served them in that capacity for seventeen 
years, preaching on the Sabbath and work- 
ing on his farm during the week, and re- 
ceiving for his services the magnificent sum 
total of $10. ' 

In this may probablv be found the fore- 
shadowing of that devotion to his fellow- 
man which has led him later to give ten 
years of his time, money and best effort to 
aid the railroad men, In 1883 Mr. Coffin was 
appointed a member of the Iowa state 
railroad commission, and served on that 
body with distinguished ability for five 
years. It was while in thi8 service that 
his attention was called to the conditions 
surrounding the trainmen of the country. 
The law required the board to investigate 
all railroad accidents and report them to 
the governor, but until Mr. Coffin became a 
member no attention had been paid to the 
accidents of which railroad men were the 
only victims. He took this to be a portion 
of the duty plainiv imposed upon them by 
the law and included all such cases in his 
investigations. The frequency of these acci- 
dents led him to investigate their cause and 
it was not long until he had enlisted in 
the war in behalf of the boys and was fight- 
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| ing to secure the passage of a law which 
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would compel the roads to equip their vara 
with all the latest and most approved 
safety appliances. The railroads naturally 
opposed this measure and it was net until 
six years later that congress passed what 
is known as “the coupler bill,’’ President 
Harrison affixing his signature to it only 
two days before he gave way to Cleveland. 
This was justly regarded as a great tri- 
umph for the tratgnen of the country and 
they are a unit in according to Mr, Coffin 
first place in the ranks of those who won it.

As 
the cars rolled out Peachtree there were 
many complimer.tary remarks from all 
sides upon the picturesque street and the 
handsome homes. 

[t was a revelation to many of the dele 
gates. The south was new to them. They 
had heard of the city which had been 
turned to ashes under the ravages Of war, 
they knew that unbounded energy and 
live progress had built up the city to some 
extent, but they never dreamed that At. 
lanta was the beautiful city they gazed 
upon as the cars rushed over the asphalt 
and opened up grander sights at each turn. 

But greater was the revelation when. the 
domes of the exposition buildings rose to 
view and they looked upon the place to 
which all countries will begin to turn their 
attention in the next few months. 

The trip to the ground was made in a 
few minutes and it was decided that a 
tour of the grounds would be the first 
feature on the programme. Immediately 
upon their arrival the delegates scattered 
and were soon in all parts of the place.

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THE MOTIVE IN DOUBT 


Involontary Facial Movements Create a 
Court Sensation. 


d..H. JAMES WAS THE STORM CENTER 


Attorney R. J. Jordan Claimed That Mr 
James, Pere, Influenced Mr. James, 
Fils, by a Dissenting Nod. 


In Judge Van Epps’s court yesterday 
morning there was a rather sensational 
beginning to the resumption of the hearing 
of the case of H. C. Crossthwaite against 
J. H. & A. L. James. 

When court was called to order Mr. R. 
J. Jordan, who represents Mr. Cross- 
thwaite, asked Judge Van Epps to send the 
jury into the jury room as he had some- 
thing to say which might be improper to 
give voice to in-the hearing of the jury. 

Judge Van Epps did as Mr. Jordan re- 
quested and when the jurors had with- 
drawn the attorney stated that upon the 
day before, when Mr. A. L. James, sen 
of Mr. J. H. James, was on the stand he 
had observed Mr. James make a dissenting 
motion to Mr. James, fils, which had caused 
the witness to change his testimony. 

Mr. Jordan stated that at the time of 
the occurrence he had seen Mr. James 
make the dissenting nod, but that he 
thought that no one else saw it and there- 
fore decided to say nothing about it. Lat- 
er, however, he had been told by other 
parties in the courtroom that they had 
seen the older Mr. James nod at his son. 

It seems that the testimony which Mr. 
James, fils, was giving at the time of the 
alleged nod of dissent was testimeony which 
had a very important bearing on the caoe. 
It was a matter concerning a date, and 
the answers made by the younger Mr. 
James were apparently favorable to the 
plaintiff, tor he was esked regarding the 
dates several times and finally, after the 
nod, Mr. Jordan claims, the testimony of 
the witness was changed as to the dite. 

Mr. Jordan was borne out in his state- 
ment by Mr. J. B. Goodwin, who is also 
attorney for the plaintiff. Mr. Jordan 
stated that he thought nothing but proper 
that the plaintiff's attorneys should be al- 
lowed to bring the tact before the jury 
and should be permitted to argue along 
that line and show the facts regarding 
the changing of the younger Mr. Juaines’s 
testimony. 

At this point Judge Van FEc:pps said that 
a trial should be absolutely above suspicion 
and without the slightest suggestion of 
corruption, and said that if it were realiy 
true that the elder Mr. James had nodded 
at the witness for the express purpose cf 
having him change his testimony 
nothing short of a term in jail for contenipt 
would be the proper punishment. Judge 
Van Epps also stated that he had wietched 
Mr. James, the elder, and had seen him, 
when Mr. Crossthwaite was testifying, at 
a certain pvint in the testimony turn and 
nod and smile at the jury. The judge 
stated that he thought that this might be 
an involuntary movement of the facial 
muscles, Judge Van Epps also stated that 
he had seen Mr. James nod at his son, 
but thought that this, too, might be an 
involuntary facial expressien as of a man 
listening to a narrative. 

Judge Hillyer, representing Messrs. J. H. 
& A. L. James, stated that the enormity of 
such an action, if the action was inten- 
tional, was rot to be underestimated, but 
that he did not believe that Mr. James in- 
tended to do anything, and that the move- 
ments were entirely involuntary. 

Mr. James’s explanation was that At- 
torney Jordan looked at him and he nod- 
ded at the attorney. Judge Van Epps 
held that there could not be a collateral 
issue introduced into the case, as it would 
open too wide a field for the case. At the 
Same time he stated that if he was on the 
jury and saw the father make a dissenting 
nod to the son it would have a tre- 
mendous effect on his mind that he was a 
fraudulent dealer. 

What Crossthwaite Claims. 

The plaintiff in the case, H. (. Cross- 
thwaite, has obtained one verdict aginst 
the Messrs. James. He alleges in the ease 
that he was made the victim of David 
Lamar, who had a career of meteoric bril- 
liancy and shortness here, through the 
aid of the Messrs. James in their capacity 
as bankers. He alleges that he was led 
into putting his money into an insurance 
scheme of Lamar’s and that he mortgaged 
his home to do so. 

He claims that he would not have done 
as he did had not the Messrs. James ad- 
vised him that Lamar was a safe min 
and would make his money. He also al- 
leges that Lamar showed him a passbook 
on the James bank and that there was an 
entry of a large deposit which Cross- 
thwaite claims was never made, but which 
the Messrs. James made on the book to 
aid Lamar in his schemes. 

This, of course, was denied by the Messrs. 
James. The friends of the bankers feel 
confident that they will justify every ac- 
tion of theirs in the matter.
